Don’t Jaywalk Not all the action at the National Conference happens
in the plenaries, workshops, and Exchange. Affiliates
and affinity groups are meeting to review the past
year, announce new initiatives, talk policy, meet new
faces, and plan ahead.

Senior Corps’ 1,500 project directors have a jam-
packed agenda. At today’s opener, HHS Assistant
Secretary of Aging Josefina Carbonell will announce a
$3 million partnership with the Corporation for National
and Community Service to engage 55+ volunteers in
serving vulnerable populations. New marketing 

materials, including new logos and taglines, will be
unveiled for Senior Companions, RSVP, and Foster
Grandparents, driving potential volunteers to a
revamped GetInvolved.gov website.

The action continues on Monday, with the presentation
of new research survey results; a luncheon honoring
outstanding volunteers with Spirit of Service awards;
and an afternoon “speed-dating” tabletop session
where attendees can pick from more than 80 topics.
The day wraps on an international note, when the head
of RSVP Great Britain shares how the UK is tapping the
power of seniors to tackle community problems.

Hundreds of AmeriCorps grantees from across the
country will gather at their annual Town Hall meeting
today to get the latest on technology, policies, legisla-
tion, and the 2009 funding competition, where $67
million will be available to organizations meeting com-
munity needs.

AmeriCorps then takes a brief trip to the Oscars, with
the unveiling of the winners of the 2008 AmeriCorps
Video Contest. A lucky AmeriCorps member or alum
will pick up a $5,000 Travelocity volunteer vacation for
the grand prize. The Town Hall closes with a look into
the future of national service with Alan Khazei, CEO of
Be the Change, and the growing support for
AmeriCorps from the presidential campaign, Congress
and corporate America.

Pre-conference training has long been a popular way
to probe more deeply into key issue areas. On Friday
and Saturday, almost 1,800 attendees affiliated with a
wide range of groups participated in 16 different pre-
conference sessions.

Among the highlights was a two-day meeting of
AmeriCorps alums, an Advanced Institute on Volunteer
Management, a Senior Corps new directors’ training,
an all-day session on disaster response focused on
harnessing volunteers beyond the initial response peri-
od, and a half-day session on using social networking
tools like Facebook and MySpace as a strategy for
engaging new volunteers.

The Advanced Institute on Volunteer Management
focused on the lofty goal of harnessing 450 years of
volunteer experience to challenge some long-standing
issues of service. Session facilitator Martin J. Cowling
of People First-Total Solutions in Melbourne, Australia
was impressed with the participants. “Everyone is so
enthusiastic and ready,” he said.

Other sessions focused on engaging specific demo-
graphics such as Baby Boomers, people with disabili-
ties, Native Americans and our youth. Amy Cohen,
Director of Learn and Serve America, attended the
“More than Half-Full: Youth as Leaders” pre-con 

session. “There are wonderful youth leaders here 
who have been leading service activities for a number
of years. Their tenacity is the key – they will change
the world.”

The 2008 pre-cons provided a tremendous amount 
of in-depth training and new knowledge, and set the
momentum for the rest of the conference.
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Please remember: it is important to cross the
streets at the corners, not in the middle of the
street. People who jaywalk will receive tickets from
the local authorities.
